Continuation of 5. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: While applicant asserts that the specification 
inherently points to natural vs. artificial encapsulation, it does not state that there is no artificial encapsulation/coating. There doesn't 
appear to be a definition of what is encompassed by a natural vs. artificial process of coating the cells. There is only a statement on page 
1 line 21 bridging to page 2, line 6 that the prior art's artificial encapsulation may induce platelet activation, coagulation and complement 
activation. Further, with regard to the prior art, the rejections are maintained and hereby repeated. Applicant maintains that the islet cells 
are not encapsulated, but merely coated. This appears to be a difference in nomenclature only. Coating and encapsulating appear to be 
the same. Regarding the alleged use of non-artificial methods, applicants disclosure relys on Corline Systems AB wherein the heparin is 
immobilized (conjugated) with a polymer havine a substantially straight chained organic homo or hetero polymer. This does not appear to 
be a "non-artificial" process. Applicant has not clearly pointed out the novelty of the instant invention as represented by the instant claims.
